As stated ia former articles, 
the chief agencies neceasarj to produce the 
desired interim inflow of population are, (1st) 
the thorough and systematic dissemination, in 
those nearer centred of population from which 
Jt might bo hoped to draw present supplies, 
of authenticated information, setting torth 
the churaeter, resources and liberal institutions 
of the country and ilia advaatagea which it 
possesses as a field for emigration ; (2ud) the 
establishment of frequent, toft , and CHBAF steam 
conamuDicitiou Willi Ban Francisco ; and (3d J 
tbe orguaiziUion of tbe necesdary machinery 
lo meet, immigrants on the wharf, take thorn 
by the hand and conduct them lo waiting 
homesteads. Our immediate neighbors are 
fully alive to tho value of population, and 
are determined to have it, even at some risk. 
Shall British Columbia, continue lo sleep ? 
There can bo no doubt that we shall receive 
the spray, so to speak, from the ware of 
population being, and to be, guided into neigh- 
boring countries. A little adroitness in 
making our superior advantages and attract 
tioaa known would eecuro a very dense 
spray. Bui Hrili=h Columbia must not be 
content with thut. Like her enterprising com- 
petitors., she must go in Bearcb of that popu- 
lation without which her immense mineral, 
agricultural, forest nnd murine wealth sha.l 
remain a sealed book. Population is the 
only key that will open the door to h"r stores 
of untold wealth. I. is the ; ' Alladin'a Lamp " 
which she must find, and having found which 
she must seek to retain it by the adoption of 
a system which will ensure a frco homestead, 
free education, and light taxation to every set- 
tler. Such is tho policy which will ensure 
prosperity to llio Country and long life to Hie 
Ministry that shall adopt it and vigorously 
carry it into execution.
